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Village to buy 
church property

Monday's meeting of the Antioch Village 
Board went . smoothly and quickly. Two 
trustees, Ron Cunningham and William 
Seeman, were absent. 

The first and most important action .ap- 
proved by the board was the move to publish 
in pamphlet form a ordinance authorizing 
the purchase of real' property from the An- 
tioch Methodist Church according to the con- 
ditions set forth in a contract dated June 7, 
1980. 

The property to be purchased is the Depot 
St. extension that runs from the present 
church property* northwest to a northeast 
boundary. 

The village will: pay $25,000 for said 
property; agrees to increase the width of the 
existing northwest drive to 24 feet; will grant 
a seWer and water easment; will furnish the 
swa ter connection off of Depot St. 

The* village also will execute an agreement 
that, as part of the purchase price, the 
village will not special assess the church now 
or anytime in the future, for any costs con- 
nected with the construction or maintenance 
of sidewalks, curbs and gutters or sewers on 
the real estate the village is purchasing. 

The village has also agreed that when. 
Depot St. is extended, the village will 
relocate the present garage to a new foun- 
dation. 

The board approved other motions made 
by Trustee Don Amundsen to: authorize the 
clerk to advertise for a public hearing on the 
Appropriation Ordinance and Revenue 
Sharing for the fiscal year of 1960-81, to be 
held on July 14, at 7 p.m.; authorize paymen- 
ts to Warren Associates of $700 from the 
General Fund, $1,800 for the corporate pur- 
pose bonds from the Project Fund and $3,750 
for the rate study, ordinance and report from 
the Water and Sewer Fund. 

Trustee Vern Barnstable made a motion, 
passed by the board, for the rental of the 
Fire Safety Building from 9 a.m. on June 28 
till 6 p.m. , June 29 for the annual Fire Depar- 
tment Dance. The rental fee of $25 was 
eliminated by a later approved motion made 
by Edgar Simonsen. 

A later motion allowed the closing of 
Hoi beck Drive for the Firemen's Dance. 

Other motions made by Barnstable and ap- 
proved by the board include : a move to grant' 
permission to the Lake County Radio Depart- 
ment to erect an antenna, to be used for 
receiving purposes only on top of the Antioch 
Water Tower; to grant permission to the

Chamber of Commerce to use the village 
parking lot on the west side of Toft Ave. and 
to close Toft Ave. from 1 a.m. to 9 p.m., on 
July 13 for the annual art fair; to accept a 
draft copy of the Traffic Safety Study 
prepared by Barton-Aschman Associates 
and to instruct the printing of the final 
report; to authorize payment of $31,898.15 to 
Benes Construction for the construction of 
the Antioch Senior Citizen Center, payment 
subject to approval of the building inspector; 
to authorize payment of $50,000 to Alliance

Edgar Simonsen went on record as not en- 
joying the making of the motion to return 
$1,072 to the U. SrEnvironmental Protection 
Agency due to their audit that disallowed 
$1,429 of the technical service costs of which 
75 percent of the questioned amount is the 
viallage's share. This was part oif the con- 
struction grant for the sanitary plant from 
1973 to 1976. 

Motions were passed to issue one day 
liquor licenses to Buffet Dinner Dance Com- 
mittee, .to the chamber for the Art Fair, 
Pickard China and Lyons and Ryan for their

Program. 

The foundation is not an 
eye bank. Lions sign up 
donors, establish collection 
centers, and transport tissue 
to an eye bank. Policies of 
the eye bank itself determine 
the use of the tissue from 
there. 

The eye donor program is 
one of several humanitarian 
services administered or 
supported by the foundation. 
Most of the financing comes 
from proceeds from Lions 
Club Candy Day, held the 
second Friday of every Oc- 
tober.

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Township talks on road access

. This month's meeting of Antioch Township 
Board was held last Thursday. 

First on the agenda was the approval of the 
appointment of Frank Moser to the first fire 
district. 

Township resident, Mary Franzen, 
brought before the board some problems 
existing in the Klondike Corners subdivision. 
She cited the problem of one resident, Dave 
Jones, who had built a three-car garage ad- 
jacent to his property on Sherwyn Ave. un- 
derstanding that he would have right of way 
to Grass Lake Road, through Tom Streishal, 
owner of the Grass Lake Marina. . 

After the building was erected he found 
himself without road access and in the. mid- 
dle of a mixup that involves Streishal, Blaine 
Ring, township road commissioner and 
Robert Streicher of the County Board of 

Zoning. 

Not being able to locate the property's 
owner, Streicher advised Jones to have Ring 
vacate the property. 

Board chairman Jim Fields told Franzen 
that only the County Board can vacate a sub- 
division street. The board consensus was 
also that the property was probably not ac- 
tually owned by anybody, much like over 500 
other township roads. 

"Jones, who is now left with a garage he 
can't use, was also refused permission to 
build an apartment for his mother atop said 
garage because his property was in the flood 
plain," said Franzen. 

Since no one came up with a solution to 
Jones' access problem, assessor Bud Holtz 
suggested that Jones make his own access to 



Grass Lake Road and ,use it until told he 
could not. > 

Franzen also had a complaint about the 
useless continual dredging of the chain by 
the federal government, at great expense,, 
since natural refill-ins resulted within a short 
amount of time. 

The question of the payment of taxes by the 
owners of trailers parked on land already 
assessed in property blocks was also men-, 
tioned. . ' . ' % 

Fields said, that the properties under 
discussion were zoned commercially so the 
parking of the tr liters, was legal. , 
' Holtz said thai taxes on the property Were 
paid by the owner and he could not tax the 
trailers individually because they came un- 
der personal property. ■ 

A trailer park .owned by Mayor Michael 
Haley's brother along with those parked on 
Grass Lake Marina's land, were a couple of 
the examples brought forth. ■ 

While on the subject of property taxes, 
Franzen questioned the raise from the 
original $21,000 price of her home to the 
present assessed value of $90,000. 

Franzen said, "Because my garage and 
home are on two separate lots, I now find 
that my garage has a higher value than my 
house." 

Assessor Holtz said that this was one of the 
reasons he planned to lower property 
assessments from 25 percent to 21 percent so 
that, with the multiplier, the taxes will 
probably remain at a standstill instead of the 
raise expected. 

Holtz complained that he had people whose 
property was assessed at $30,000 more than

the actual value. He blamed the high prices 
on the sale of over-priced housing. 

Next the board was asked what additional 
benefits were to be received from the tax' 
raises. A request for the spraying .of 
mosquitoes was made. 

; Fields said that the property owners would 
be required to pay an additional price for this 
service which in the openness of the township 



would probably prove fruitless. 

Holtz also gave an explanation of tax relief 
for those in low income brackets, previously 
set at $1500, now set at $3,000. Senior citizens 
are allowed another $1500 plus previous 
$3,000, totaling a $4,500 break. 

People were asked to check their tax bills 
on the bottom to make sure they had 
received proper benefits.
